For buildin<,^sadd the number of feet front, rear, and both sides together, multiply the total 
by the height, divide this amount by 200, and the result will be number of gallons required 
for two coats. If the wood is new, or dry and porous, an allowance should be made for first 
coat, on account of soakage. It is always advisable to order at one time the full amount re- 
quired to complete the work.
